Members seem to be In QuJte a Talka- 


tive Mood, but not Inclined Very 


I 
Much Toward Definite Action on any 
Subject 


The city fathers met in regular ses- 


sion at the city hall last evening, with 
Mayor Cohen presiding. There were 
thirteen members present. 
While a 


number of matters came up for ac- 
tion, there was very little done, all of 
the members seeming to be in rather 
an argumentative mood. 


The commltte that had been ap- 


pointed to confer with the directors of 
the Electric and Water company made 
a. report. 
One of the matters they 


were to find out about was that of 
securing a lower rate from the com- 
pany for the pumping of the water for 
the city. In this connection the elec- 
tric company submitted two propo- 
sitions, one of which was to supply 
the city with current at two and one- 
fourth ccnta per kilowatt, the com- 
pjny to maintain its own lines and 
take all the risks. The other was to 
supply current at two cents per kil- 
owatt, the city to build and maintain 
the line from the electric plant to the 
pumping station, and to talte all the 
risks of damages. 


The members of tlio committee ex- 


j.lained that they were not in a posl- 
tiun to say which proposition was thp 
l>"St, and aslied that the matter be 
lt-fl o]H'H until the next meeting- of the 
council, liy which time they would be 
able to git into the matter more thoro- 
ly and probably make siome definite 
recommendation. 


On the matter of street lishtinK, new 


propositions 
were 
also submitted. 


The electric company proposes to put 
in lar^e tungsten lights in many plac- 
es to take the place of the arc lights 
now irt use, and at the same time put 
in larger lights where the srno.ll in- 
candescents are now beini; used, thus 
lighting the city in a more even man- 
ner than is now being dune and use ap- 
proximately the same amount of cur- 
rent that is now lieing consumed. It 
was figured that the cost to the city 
under the new plan would be $3168, 
while fit the present time it is $4260. 
The one objectionable feature to the 
new plan seemed to be a clause in 
the proposition which provided that 
the city should build the line in case 
a light were needed that was more 
that 2CO feet from where the com- 
pany has its lines running at the time 
the light was called for. This was a 
valid objectiim on the part of the city 
as s/tch a clause in a contract might 
lead to many complications in time 
that would be entirely avoided if the 
company owned all of the line. 
After 


considerable discussion this matter was 
also referred to the committee. 


A petition was presented from the 


police commission asking that they 
be allowed another officer in the city 
as it was their opinion that such other 
man was necessary for the proper 
orotection of the city. Alderman Yes- 
ke thought that four men ought to be 
,,.,.ush in the city and was not in fav- 
or of granting the petition. 
Said that 


tae police did not have much to do 
an$ way at this time of the year, and 
thought that it would be time enough 
to appoint another man in the spring 
when business begun to pick up a bit. 
After some discussion the petition was 
granted. 


A petition, signed by a large number 


of people, was presented, asking that 
J. T. Welch be appointed a special po- 
liceman in the city. Alderman Yeske 
said that he thought some taxpayer 
was better entitled to the job; some 
fellow who had lived here all his life 
and been paying taxes all that time. 
Chief Gibson stated that there were 
two men who had passed the civil 
service examination before the police 
commission and that these men would 
have to be appointed before any out- 
sider could be appointed. Mayor Co- 
hen stated that the matter was en- 
tirely in1 the hands of the police com- 
mission and that the council has noth- 
ing whatever to do with the matter. 
After this statement by the mayor the 
matter was referred to the commis- 
sion for their consideration. 


The mayor stated that it was his 


opinion that if another policeman was 
appointed that there should be three 
men on duty nights and two during 
the daytime. 


City Attorney Hambrecht made a 


report on the matter of the city buy- 
ing the electric plant and as a part of 
this he submitted a letter from the 
rate commission attempting to ex- 
plain the relations that now exist be- 
tween the city and the lighting plant. 
From the letter it was apparent that 
the commission knows no more about 
the matter than the rest of us, and 
Mr. Hambrecht p'-orr.iser to take the 
matter up further with them. 
Sever- 


al long talks were given by Messrs. 
Gaynor, Hambrecht and Cohen con- 
cerning the contract existing at the 
present time between the city and the 
electric company, after which the mat- 
ter was dropped for the present and 
the council adjourned. 


Newspaper Mnn to Farm. 


C. N. Johnson, who has been one of 


the editors and owners of the Merrill 
Herald since it was started as a daily 
paper, has sold out his interest to his 
partner, W. B. Chilsen who will con- 
duct the paper hereafter. During the 
time Messrs. Johnson and Chilsen have 
been publishing the paper they have 
gotten out one of the best dailies that 
has come to our desk. If Mr. Chilsen 
keeps up the standard of the paper 
to its former level, he should have the 
good will and support of the citizens 
of Merrill. 
Mr. Johnson will engage 


in farming and dairying, and if he 
wields the pitchfork with the same 
caustic skill that he did the pen, it 
is probable that there will be some- 
thing doing on that farm all the time.

conception of the fads Concerning 
the Matter but Fails Utterly to 
Prove His Case.

by Neal Brown of Wausau and con- 
cerns the consolidation of 'our street 
railway and lighting plants. The let- 
ter Is given in full and la as follows: 


Wunaau, WIs., Jan. 0, 1013. 
To the editor of tbe Tribune: 
Dear Kir: Through your kindness or 


that of some other ttienfl In Grand Hapids, 
I have been fnvoretl with u copy of your 
paper containing an editorial on the Light- 
ing Company and the Street railroad situ- 
ation in Grand Kapids. It is posxlblo thin 
is not tui editorial but a communicated ar- 
ticle so 1 will call It the article. W&ocvur 
wrote this article labored under the dis- 
advantage of not getting all till- facts first 
hand, anil I am writing to correct some In- 
accuracies. 1 am sure you will be glad to 
have a correct statement ou my purt in 
the mutter. 


About ten days ago, Mr. M. C. Ewiug, 


Mr. U. M. Heski'tt and myself vtatlpd Grand 
Ittiphls anil while we wen- there took up 
the propoNltloii of consolidating the Grand 
Kiipicls Street Ity. Company and the Klec- 
tric Light & Water Company. Mr. lles- 
fcett. von may remember was I lie engineer 
who built the Grand Itapidii Street Rail- 
road. Mr. Ewlrig is the manager mill treas- 
urer of the \YiiiiHiin Street Uullrond fiuii- 
pjiuy and wo are" both directors in tlio 
Grand Hapiilw company. 
We talkeil tlie 


nuilfer over with the lonil dlrectiirs of 
both companies. We suggested that it IVH.S 
worth while to investigate the 
uuiKcr 


thoroughly and If it should be found besl 
for the Interest of all Ihu stockholders ill 
Urn two companies and nt the, same time 
a great public bcaclit to the city of Grand 
Kaphls, 
I lie project ought to be curried 


our. 


Outside of Mi1. Kwlng and myself and 


the local directors of the two companies 
none ol' the sioclihoiders ol' either company 
had any knowledge that the proposition 
was being considered. 
It was expected 
Unit it would first be taken up by the di- 
rectors NIK! if they thought it worth while 
they could submit it to their stockholders 
In due time. In ease we reached u point 
where consolidation seemed desirable, the 
plan suggested was tbis—A new company 
should be organised with some appropri- 
ate, name having all the customary power 
mid authority of public utilities engaged 
in the railroad and lighting liusluuss. All 
the properties and rights oC tlie two ex- 
isting companies would be turned over to 
tills new company. 
The stockholders in 
each ol' Lliese companies should have the 
right to take lue full value of their stock 
in the stock of the new company. Jn orilei 
to get nt tin1 value of tlieir stock the prop- 
erties of the two companies would be val- 
ued and appraised at their actual worth 
taking into account earning power and 
physical value. To illustrate; 
If (he val- 


uation placed on the properties of the 
Uraud Kapkls Street Kailroad Company 
made Its stock worth $1.10 a stockholder 
in this company having one hundred dol- 
lars, par value, of stuck would be entitled 
to receive in stock ol' tlie new company, 
fllO.OO. 
If the valuation placed on the 


property of the Electric Company made 
its stock worth four to one, a stockholder 
hi thifi compaiiv holding ten $10.00 shares 
would he entitled, to $10.00 ot stock in 
the new company. 
In making this Illus- 


tration I am not trying to even suggest 
the value of the stock in either company. 
A p'art of this plan was to allow the 
stockholders in the two old companies to 
have the option to take cash for their 
stock upon the valuation so ilxed or to 
take tlie stock ot the new company. 
In 
this way no one need feel compelled to go 
into the new company nor would anyone 
lie frozen oat. 
Kaeh stockholder wotiid 
receive exactly what his slock was worth 
•tnd could take it in cash or in the stock 
uf file new company. 
It' lie elected to take 


cash payment foi his stock rather than 
the stock he would have been entitled to 
in the new company, such stock could be 
sold for cash either to other stockholders 
in the new company or to the general pub- 
He as tlie board of directors might au- 
thorize. 


This plan would call lor a capitalization 


of tiie new company large enough to cover 
the'aggregate value of the slock in Both 
the old companies with possibly .some- 
thing over l'o>" treasury stock to he sold 
as fund:;: were needed. The two oilier 
companies after deeding their properties 
and rights in the new company could ills 
solve and go out of business. 
The headlines of your article would in- 


dicate that this plan involved the taking 
over of the two old companies by outside 
capitalists at Wausau. 
As a matter ol 


fact nothing of this kind lias ever been 
contemplated or suggested, nor was there 
any suggestion that'Wuusuu people wanted 
to run your public utility business. 
1 


think tlie suggestions of your article along 
this line must have been made inadvert- 
antly. 
Thus far file only evidence that 


has been fiirnlihed of tlie desire of Wnii- 


I people to run things in your commun- 


ity is tlie investment of about forty tlious 
and dollars of capital in your street rail- 
road company. 
About two-thirds of lin- 
stock in this company is held by your 
own citizens. 
We certainly did not lay u 


very good foundation for "running things" 
by becoming minority stockholders In this 
enterprise. I am an otllfcr in your street 
railroad company but have repeatedly sug- 
gested to the other directors that^ 1 wouhl 
be glad to have them supersede me at un> 
time with a local director who would be 
in closer touch with the business of the 
company. I know the other directors from 
this city feel the same nay. Thus far the 
directors and stockholders at Grand Rapids 
have not charged tlie non-resldcnl directors 
and stockholders with running things and 
have kindly refused their consent to tin,\ 
resignations on our part. 


Certainly those of us who helped to 


promote the building of the Grand Hup- 
ids street railroad company whether we 
acted as philanthropists or from purely 
seliish motives have not 
injured Grand 


Unpids nor the community lulo which the 
roud is Built. 
I will add further that I 


have always been willing to encourage 
outside aid for Industrial enterprise in 
my own community and have lefralin'il 
from worrying over the thought that such 
aid might lead lo '"outsiders running 
things". 
It seemed to me that if Iliey did 


run things, 1 would try and reconcile 
myself to It with the reflection that prob- 
ably they were entitled to run them. And 
IHI the matter of philanthropy I might 
add that 1 do no! claim to be a philan- 
thropist and in justice lo me, 1 hope yon 
will rM'ruln from assuming thai, I make 
any such claim. 
A man's philanthropy 


is something like his personal lione-sfy. 
If lie is honest he does not need to assert 
it for everyone win know it. If he is not 
honest, no assertion on his part can imike 
him honest in the estimation of others. 


One or two other corrections should be 
applied to your article. The preliminary 
talk over the mutter of consolidating the 
two companies involved some discussion 
of the question of power. 
Mr. Ewing 


and myself said it would be perfectly ad- 
visable at any time if power could not be 
hail from any of your local water power 
companies to run a power line from some 
of the power plants farther up the river. 
It was supposed that the time might come 
\\hen a company like the Consolidated, 
now tarnishing power to the lighting 
company and the Street railroad company 
might need all its power in its own busi- 
ness and in that event a public ntllitv 
such as we were proposing would have 
to secure power elsewhere, either by hav- 
ing a power line extended to it or perhaps 
by purchasing Its own water power. No 
definite suggestions or plans were made 
along tills line and it did not occur to me 
that this question need be seriously con- 
sidered as long as the Consolidated' Com- 
pany could continue, to furnish power for 
both companies .it reasonable rates. The 
Street Railroad Company was in a pre- 
carious oosilion as to power when we 
took IK? matter up with Mr. Mead and his 
associates, of the Consolidated Company. 
Although he had no stock in our com- 
pany, we made a very favorable arrange- 
ment witb tlie Consolidated 
to give 
us 
power at reasonable rates and we have not 
had the slightest'trouble in this matter and 
have had an absolutely reliable power. 
I 


would 
not 
W'uit 
to 
unjustly 
attribute 
motives of philanthropy to the Consoli- 
dated Company but I had a strong im- 
pression that the public spirit of mem- 
bers of that company in desiring to help 
along a very useful public enterprise had 
as much to do with their determination 
to sell us power us the small amount re- 
ceived from the Street Railroad Company 
for tlie power. 


Grand Itapids has no public utility en- 
gaged in tlie power business. It ought to 
have such a company. Tlie Lighting 
Com- 


pany, as I understand it, gives satisfac- 
tory services and tlie same cull be said of 
tlie Street Railroad Company. The street 
railroad extending only to the bridge on 
the West Slue does not fully accommodate 
the public, especially people living on 
the east side. 
It should be extended as 
soon as practicable, across the river. This 
extension can only be made when an ail- 
equate bridge is built. The city is hard- 
ly able to build the bridge at this time 
nor can the Street Ituilroad Company 
build It or make any contribution towards 
It. Tour Lighting Company, as a com- 
pany, Is not interested in this extension 
but every stockholder In this company is 
Interested In it. Your Lighting Companj 
does not furnish power to any Industrial 
enterprise, yet there would be on oppor- 


tunlty for n new cora»any to go ho*rll.v 
Into the lni»lnesH of furnUthlnic current tu 
indiistrM enterprise. ID addition to thl» 
if till! t\vo muting companies were taken 
<>v*r by one nlronK company It woulil make 
I lie extension of the street railroad 
tlie east side possible within a meamira 
reasomible tlmi1. The new company co 
afford to contribute some reasonable s 
toirard>! the necessary new bridge »»< 
tlia» enable the city to build tlip brld 
This ifould nisi) be a step towards n f 
ther Inti'rurbau extension to Stevens Pol 
Such nil interiirbau la now practically 
Impossibility.

By Producers lo Consumers. 


The report treats uf the movement 


of farjm products from the farm In 
consumer through u great variety nf 
channels. 
Tin- simplest distribution 


is the direct one of delivery by far- 
mer to consumer, and next after this 
is the delivery by indhidiml I'urmorK 
or associations of furmws to individ- 
ual consumers or axKiicialUm.s <>( con- 
sumers. In thesi> direct forms of dis- 
tribution, the middleman is climiimiod 
although of course intermediate ser- 
vices are performed cither by pro- 
ducers' or by consumers or by both 
parties. 


Intervention of Middlemen. 


Among the varieties of middlemen 


concerned in the marketing uf farm 
products arc the traveling hucksters 
who go from farm to farm gathering 
eggs, butter, poultry, calves, and other 
commodities, which they sell to ship- 
pers, jobbers, or retail dealer-is.

Ju making this illus- 
tration I tun not trying to even suggest 
the value of the stock in either company. 
A part of this plan was to allow the 
stockholders in the two old companies to 
have the option to take cash for their 
stock .upon the valuation so fixed or to 
take. tlie stock of the new company.

this way no one need feel compelled to go 
into -tlie new company nor would .anyone 
be frozen out.

e* In the future. -The commission asks 
for the passage of a law which 
will 


permit the street railways to pay tax- 
es twice yearly, one-half of the tax •>#• 
be paid before March 1 and the re- 
maining one-half on or before Septem- 
ber 1. This is the method now used in 
collecting steam railroad taxes in this 
state; 


"In the case of steam railroads vhe 


tax roll is to be completed by Feb- 
ruary 1," says the report, "and one- 
half of the tax is made payable on or 
before the tenth day of August. 
The 


street railway companies are not re- 
quired to pay any part of tho tax un- 
til the following December. A street 
railway thus escapes any tax during 
the first year of its existence. Where 
some other public utility, such as "the 
lighting plant or hydro-electric power

way company during the early part of 
the year and thus made subject to as-

from Attorney General Bancroft. The 
:ompany holding the state printing 
outract Insists the printing of the an- 
mial should be paid for under the rates 
of the contract beginning January 1, 
1913, notwithstanding the delivery of 
the order and data has already been 
furnished the state printer. 


Writing the attorney general for an 


official opinion, Secretary Frear said: 


"The basis for this contention (by 


the state printer) lies in the fact that 
under the law such order is to be fur- 
nighed to the state printer not later 
than January 30 and delivery required 
prior to July 15. The important ques- 
tion to the state printer as well as to 
the state is that the 1913 contract 
rates.were approximately 43 per cent, 
higher than under the 1912 contract, 
and the state printer desires to secure 
the increased price for printing ~ the 
Blue book. An estimate of compara- 
tive prices for printing the 1911 Blue 
book under these two contract 
rates 


will show the reason for the condition. 
Under the 1911 rate the Blue book 
printing cost $23,715.45.

London, Jan. 3.—Perilously near a 


complete rupture, the peace delegates 
hare adjourned until Friday. 
At a 


short session M. Madjaroff, the Bui 
garian minister to Great Britain, sud- 
denly left the room, saying he was go- 
ing to the foreign office to inform the 
authorities that the allies would re- 
sume he war at once. 


The sensational departure from the 


council room of M. Madjaroff, the Bul- 
garian minister to Great Britain, who 
said he was going to the foreign office 
to inform the authorities that the al- 
lies wojld resume the war at once, 
was a feature of the session. 


M. Venizelos, the Greek premier, 


presided. It was apparent at once that 
all participants in 
the 
negotiations 


were laboring under considerable sup- 
pressed excitement. As soon as the 
session was formally opened Rechid 
Pasha presented his "modified 
pro- 


posals " Turkey offered to cede to 
Bulgaria Salonika instead of Adrian- 
ople not including Greece in the par 
ticipation. 
This in effect was little 


or none the lets than Turkey had pro 
posed in the first place. 
The pro- 


posals stated that the future boun 
daries of Turkey and Bulfaria should 
be settled directly between those pow- 
ers while the other questions in dis- 
pute should be submitted to the great 
European poweis. 


The reading of the proposals was 


followed by a storm of protests, all 
the lialkan delegates rising to their 
feet indignation. M Madjaroff, rep- 
resenting Bulgaria took the lead in 
the protests It was an insult, he said, 
to bring the peace to delegates to Lon- 
don simply to tell them to leave very- 
thing to be settled by the European 
powers, and he, for one, did not pro 
pose to acquiesce, lie protested Tig 
orously against the tactics of the Ot- 
toman go\ernmont, stating that their 
mehods were dilatory and confusing 


"Bulgaria is through with this mat- 


ter," he shouted. "We will resume the 
war. 
I am now- going to the foreign 


office to inform the authorities there 
that the allies are going to resume the 
war." 


Despite the efforts of the conferees, 


M. Madjaroff refused o 'IB pacified 
and left the picture gallery in great 
anger. His action brought the ses- 
sion to an abrupt close. 
His col- 


leagues did not take his threat too 
seriously, all realizing that he had 
spoken in a fit of petulence and annoy- 
ance over the delay and were inclined 
to the belief that he would later re- 
turn and that the negotiations could 
be resumed. 
Considerable time was 


spent by the delegates in informal dis- 
cussion of various points and at the 
end of an hour M. Madjaroff

peared and the session was resumed

The year cla'>npd 3ft airu'en, 
bringing their prano tot* up tr 217. 


In the political re'lm the yuar 1912 


witnessed many remarkable 
things. 


Perhaps the most significant was the 
completion of the overthroT of tho 
Manchu dynasty in China and the in- 
stallation 
of the 
Chinese republic, 


with Dr. Sun, a Harvard graduate, as 
president. 


In America, of course, the most im- 


portant political event was the over- 
whelming defeat of the 
Republican 


party, and the return of the Demo- 
cratic party to power after sixteen 
years, with Woodrow Wilson as the 
new president. 


An interesting feature of the po- 


litical movements in this country was 
the birth of the Progressive party, 
with 
former 
President 
Theodore 


Rooeevelt as its godfather. 


In the matter of legislation, perhaps 


the most important features were the 
veto of the Democratic house's tariff 
bills relating to wool, cotton and iron, 
and the farmers' free list, by Presi- 
dent Taft; and the defeat in Canada 
of the reciprocity agreement 


Several important opinions were 


handed down by the United States Su- 
preme court, the chief of these being 
the opinion touching the Union Pa- 
cific merger 
The'action taken by the 


court resulted in the dissolving of the 
great railroad combination which hat!

Simultaneous with the preliminary 


announcement of the valuation ot the 
28 street railway companies of Wis- 
consin, the »Ute tax communion nude 
public its legislative recommendation* 


i relating to the collection of these tax- 


I e* In the future. The commlsilon asks 
for the passage ot a law which will 
permit the street railways to pay tax- 
es twice yearly, one-half of the tax «j 
be paid before March 1 and the re- 
maining one-half on or before Septem- 
ber 1. This Is the method now used In 
collecting steam railroad taxes in this 
state. 


"In the case of steam railroads -he 


tax roll is to be completed by Feb- 
ruary 1," says the report, "and one- 
half of the tax is made pa%able on or 
before the tenth day of August. The 
street railway companies are not re- 
quired :o pay any part of the tax un- 
til the following December. 
A street 


railway thus escapes any tax during 
Ihe flist year of its existence. Where 
some other public utility, such as the 
lighting plant or hydro-electric power 
plant, is taken over by a street rail- 
way company during the eaily part of 
the year and thus made subject to as- 
sessment as a part of the entirety by 
thu tax 
commission, the 
question 


arises whether such part of the whole 
may be locally assessed or whether its 
absorption by the street railway com- 
pany absolves It from taxation for tho 
year." 


The commission has always held 


that in such cases the property khall 
be assessed locally, but asks that the 
legislature clear up this ambiguity in 
the law.

The only one of the allies who :dis- 


dalned modern organization, their fail 
ure to make any headway, again em- 
phaelnett the wide difference betw.een 
a body of men with rifles and an ac- 
tual army.

You j have .only to .know 
the Bulgarians to understand that'this 
was Inovltable, i 


There Is stubborn and' aggressive 


character enough In Bulgaria to sparo 
for all southwestern Europe. 


Bulgaria made a hundred-yard dash 


with ox cart transportation; and made; 
It around an 
obstacle—Adrianople. 


Tho main railroad lino'and the great 
Constantinople highway ran 'by Adri- 
anople. It was on tho direct line.of 
communication from tho center of tho 
Bulgarian baso to the contor of its' 
objective. 


In tho center of Thrace, It was the 


only real fortress on the way to Con- 
stantinople. Klrk-Kllltsseh, or Losen- 
grade, as the Bulgarians call It, de- 
spite their willingness to allow an im- 
pression of' its forraldalility 
to 
be 


eproacl abroad, was not In any sense 
well fortified. 


Now, 
the first thing was to surround 


Adrianoplo; that Is, to strike at it 
from all sides, aa tho koy to tho po- 
sition. A branch of tho main Sofia- 
Constantinople railroad line runs to 
Yamboll. With this as Its base, Deme- 
trleff'H, or the First, 
army 
swung 


around,Klrk-Klllsseh, which was tak- 
en in the first splendid ardor of the 
campaign. With its fall anyone can 
see from a stall map that any battle 
lino of clofonso with Adrjanoplo as a 
part of it was Impossible for a force 
of tho numbers of tho Turkish main 
army. 


Two or three 
hundred 
thousand 


men who wore homogeneous might 
have hold on. but not half that num'- 
bor when badly organized. 
There- 


fore, Nazim Pasha had to fall back 
to a new lino and leave Adrianople 
to caro for Itself. 


Reveals Bulgar Courage. 


Tho next step was the decisive bat- 


tlo on the lino from Lulo Burgas to 
Bunnarhlssar, 


There, rigaln, superiority of num- 


bers, as well as organization, count- 
ed;^ that superiority, .which makes a 
hoavy 
turning movement 
possible 


while tho enemy's front is engaged. 


In short, the Bulgarians had 
the 


Turks going. They gave tho Turks 
no rest, and they had a sufficient nu- 
merical .preponderance, in addition to 
tho dependable courage of their in- 
fantry to guarantee success. 


So there was 
nothing, wonderful 


about the strategy of the campaign, 
nothing new, nothing startling, Tho 
old principle of the 
swift 
turning 


movement had beon applied to the sit- 
uation in hand. 


By the flank the Japanese kept put- 


ting the Russians back from the Yalu 
to Mukden. By tho flank Grant put 
Loo back to Richmond. 


There was just ono, and only one, 


startling feature In this war—Bulgari- 
an courage. That enabled Demetrleff 
to gain at Klrk-KlUlssoh 
and Lulo 


Burgas 'In a hurry what with most 
armies would have required much 
moro time. 


Demetrioff had willing flesh for a 


necessary-sacrifice. 
Ho threw his In- 


fantry against frontal positions in a 
loud, Into shrapnel and automatic 
gun fire, without waiting to silence 
;ho enemy's batteries. 


Expected to Take Adrianople. 


And after Lulo Burgas the next step 


would have soomod the storming of 
Adrianople. When peace negotiations 
should begin, It was a vital point in 
;holr favor In the negotiations to have 
Adrlanoplo In their possession. 


Tho Bulgarian treatment of the cor- 


respondents Is ono of the many In- 
dications that the Bulgarian staff did 
at ono time expect to take Adrianople 
by storm.

'reading of the' laws 'of the land by 
Charles ONageX^Eecretary 'of' com- 
>merce arid' labpr.> ^It^has^'just been 
brought publicly' to notice' that since 
the year 1888' th'e government has 
had the power;, through' one of'its de- 
partments to, do all' the; Investigating 
^ecessary to get a;;proper business un- 
'derstanding of tariff-matters fon the 
-uses of,.congress. ,tj 
, ,.- * 


In other, wordsr>itbi all the trouble 


that, the j ad ministration had to get a 
tariff board andvwith^-all "the excite- 
ment of debate attending the attempt, 
and with the -final "killing" of the 
tariff board- by congress,' there 
has 


been actually in existence 
a tariff 


board with full powers which never 
has been at work and whose very ex- 
istence presumably was unknown to 
the law makers..r 
< 


Washington Is inclined to laugh over 


the situation, but it hardly is a laugh- 
ing matter. 
For 25 years the ^execu- 


tive has had at its command what 
amounts to ' a tariff commission. It 
has it yet end the fact is now recog- 
nized, but whether or not congress 
will take advantage of the newly dis- 
covered power of government is a 
question of doubt, for It Is believed 
that it is the intention of the law 
makers when the next congress moets 
to go ahead ;after their' own manner 
"to.;make up a new. tariff bill..,.,. 


Bureau of Labor's Duty. 


. In'the spring of ISSS.Grover Cleve- 
land, who; was: then, president of the 
.United States, gave his approval to a 
law 'establishing what was "known1 as 
the bureau.of labor. In, the act estab- 
lishing this bureau,'.was a provipion 
which read like this:

"To ascertain at as'early a data a^ 


/possible,, and 
whenever., industrial 


changes shall make it essential, the 


• cost-of producing .articles" at the time 
dutiable, in the United States, in lead- 
ing -'countries where .such articles are 
^produced, hy fully specified units of 
production arid under: a classification 
showing the different, elements of cost, 
or approximate cost, of such articles 
of production, including the wages 
paid in such industries a day, week, 
month,.,oryeat. or' by the piece, and 
hours'.Employed, a day; and the profits 
of' manufacturers 
and 
producers of 


such .articles; and the comparative 
cost of living, and kind of living; 
what articles ;are controlled by trusts 
or other combinations of capital, busi- 
ness operations or labor, 'and what 
effect said trusts, or other combina- 
tions of capital, business operations, 
or labor have 
on 
production and 


prices." 


When the department of commerce 


and labor was established the bureau 


. of labor was.merged into, it, but the 
provision giving the tariff investigat- 
ing, power, for 
that 
was 
what it 


amounted to, remained as a .part of 
the organic law of the land. Its en- 
forcement, or rather its operation, 
became a part of the duty of the de- 
partment/of commerce and labor. V-- 


Now Up to Commerce Bureau. 


At the session of congress last sum- 


mer the bureau of manufactures/ and 
the bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment of bommeree and labor were 
conolidated into a bureau to be known 
as the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce. 
The section of the bill 


following the provision for the. con- 
solidation prescribes that "those du- 
ties; of the department; of commerce 
and labor or bureau of labor con tinn- 
ed In. section 7 of the act approved 
June 13, 1888, that established the 
same,: are hereby transforred to and 
shall he.reafter be discharged by the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce,'"

Congress last summer 
did 
away 


with the tariff board.. When it con- 
solidated ::the two 
bureaus named 


above an 'intimation was made that 
the resultiug.hureau would be of serv- 
ice in collecting tariff data, but there

who'have been In?the!house*1 that ;long 
have 'been virtually as' progressive as 
are the followers of Theodore Roose- 
velt In the last campaign, and wlio 
gave up all further thought of call- 
Ing themselves Republicans.

London, Jan. 3.—Perilously near ..a 


complete rupture, the peace delegates 
have .adjourned until Friday. At a 
short session M. Madjaroff, the Bul- 
garian minister to Great Britain, sud- 
denly left the room, saying he was go- 
ing to the foreign office to inform the 
authorities that tho allle's would re- 
same he war at once. 
The "sensational departure from the 


council room of M. Madjaroff, the Bul- 
garian minister to Great Britain, who 
said He was going to the foreign office 
to Inform the authorities that the al- 
lies would resume the war at once, 
was a feature o£ the session. 


M. Venizelos, the Greek premier, 


presided. It was apparent at once that 
all .participants In 
the 
negotiations 


were laboring under considerable sup- 
pressed excitement. ' As soon as the 
session was formally opened Rechid 
•Pasha presented his "modified 
pro- 


posals." 
Turkey offered to cede to 


Bulgaria Salonika instead of Adrian- 
ople not including Greece in the par- 
ticipation. 
This In effect was little 


or none the less than Turkey had pro- 
posed in the first place. 
The pro- 


posals stated that tho future boun- 
daries ot Turkey and Bulgaria should 
be settled direct'/}' between those pow- 
ers while the- other questions in dis- 
pute1'should be submitted to the great 
European powers. 
The reading of the proposals was 


followed by a storm of protests, all 
the Balkan delegates rising to their 
feet indignation. M. Madjaroff, rep- 
resenting Bulgaria took' the lead in 
tho protests. It was an insult, he said, 
to bring the peace to delegates to Lon- 
don simply to tell them to leave very- 
thing to be settled by the European 
powers, and he, for one, did not pro- 
pose to acquiesce. He protested vig- 
orously against the tactics of the Ot- 
toman government, stating that their 
mehods were dilatory and confusing. 


"Bulgaria is through with this mat- 


ter " he shouted. "We will resume the 
war. I am now going to the foreign 
office to inform the authorities there 
that tha allies are going to resume the 
•war." 
Despite the efforts of the conferees, 


M. Mac'jaroff refused o. Se pacified 
and left the picture gallery in great 
anger. His action brought the ses- 
sion to an abrupt close. 
His col- 


leagues did not take his threat too 
seriously, all realizing that he had 
spoken in a fit oC petulence and annoy- 
ance over the delay and were inclined 
to the belief that he would later re- 
turn and that the negotiations could 
be resumed.

The 
street railway companies are not re- 
quired to pay any part of the tax un- 
til the following December. A stroet 
railway thus escapes any tax during 
the first year of its existence. Where 
some other public utility, such as 'the 
lighting plant or hydro-electric power 
plant, is taken over by a Btreet rail- 
way company during the early part of 
the year and thus made subject to as- 
sessment as a part of the entirety by 
th« tax commission, the 
question 


arises whether such pnrt of the whole 
may be locally assessed or whether its 
absorption by the street railway com- 
pany absolves it from taxation for the 
year." 
The commission has always 
held 


that in such cases the property shall 
be assessed locally, but asks that the 
legislature clear up this ambiguity in 
the law.

So the Bulgarians took the great 


and telling work of the war on their 
shoulders. You have only to know 
the Bulgarians tc understand that this 
was inevitable. 


There is stubborn and aggressive 


character enough in Bulgaria to spare 
for all southwestern Europe. 


Bulgaria made a hundred-yard dash 


with ox cart transportation, and made 
it around an 
obstacle—Adrianople. 


The mam railroad line and the great 
Constantinople highway ran by Adri- 
anople 
It was on the direct line of 


communication from the center of the 
Bulgarian base to the center of its 
objective. 


In HIP center of Thrace, it was the 


only real fortress on the way to Con- 
stantinople. Kirk-Killisseh, or Losen- 
grade, as the Bulgarians call it, de- 
spite their willmgnesb to allow an im- 
pression of its formidalility 
to 
be 


pproad abioad, was not in any sense 
well fortified 


Now, the first thing was to surround 


Aduanople; that is, to strike at it 
from all sides, as the key to the po- 
sition. A branch of the main Sofia- 
Constantinople railroad line runs to 
Yamboli With this as its base, Deme- 
trieff's, or the First, 
army 
swung 


around Kirk KiHsseli, which was tak- 
en in the first splendid ardor of the 
campaign 
With its fall anyone can 


see from a staff map that any battle 
line of defense with Adrianople as a 
part of it was impossible for a force 
of tho numbcis of thu Turkish main 
army 


Two or three 
hundred 
thousand 


men who were homogeneous might 
have hrld on, but not half that num- 
ber when badly organized. 
There- 


fore, Nazim Pasha had to fall back 
to n new line and leave Adrianople 
to caro for itself. 


Reveals Bulgar Courage. 


The ne\t step was the decisive bat- 


tle on the line from Lule Burgas to 
Bunnarhi.ssar 


There, again, superiority of num- 


bers, as well as organization, count- 
ed; that superiority, which makes a 
h°avy 
turning movement possible 


while the enemy's front is engaged 


In short, the Bulgarians had 
the 


Turks going 
They gave the Turks 


no rest, and they had a sufficient nu- 
merical preponderance, in addition to 
the dependable courage of their in- 
fantry to guarantee success. 


So there was 
nothing 
wonderful 


about the strategy of the campaign, 
nothing new, nothing startling 
The 


old principle of the 
swift 
turning 


movement had been applied to the sit- 
uation in hand 


By the flank the Japanese kept put- 


ting the Russians back from the Yalu 
to Mukden. By the flank Grant put 
Lee back to Richmond. 


There was just one, and only one, 


startling feature in this war—Bulgari- 
an courage.

And after Lule Burgas the next step 


would have seemed the storming of 
Adrianople 
When peace negotiations 


should begin, it was a vital point in 
their favor in the negotiations to have 
Adrianople in their possession 


The Bulgarian treatment of the cor- 


respondents is one of the many in- 
dications that the Bulgarian staff did 
at one time expect to take Adrianople 
by storm. 


It v.as argued, by 
serious corre- 


spondents who did not feel that they 
ought to waste their time or 
the 


money of their papeis in 
idleness, 


that the Bulgarian government ought 
not to ha\e received any correspond- 
ents at all 
But this was not logic to 


the government.

demoralized army, which could

make a stand, every report from Mui- 
tapha Pasha which showed 
thftt 


Adrianople was on the point of capit- 
ulation added to the stage effect ot 
Bulgarian triumph. 


Turks Defy the Bulgars. 


As the first Bulgarian army drew 


near the Tchatalja lines, the miae rn 
scene 
was 
complete; 
but 
Nazim 


Pasha, making use of the elapsed time 
to fortify the Tchatalja lines, rather 
than submit to the humiliating terms 
offered, bade the Bulgarian 
hosts 


"come on." 


Success had turned the heads even 


of the Bulgarian staff 
They had be- 


gun to think that the old fighting qual- 
ity was out of the Turk, and so willing 
was the Bulgarian infantry to under- 
go slaughter that it was only a case 
of recording another charge of flesh 
against shrapnel and automatic gun 
fire, and the day was won.

from the clouds of overconfldence. 
Papastepe la one of many hills In th« 
narrowing rib of the 203 Metev Hill 
of the siege. With guns in position 
there. Adrianople would be 
under 


bombardment. The Bulgarians tout 
It by sending IB the usual cloud of 5ft- 
fantry and losing about a thousasfl 
num. But the Turks took 
it 
bask 


again. 
Pour times, I am told, 
it 


changed hands In the course of those 
night actions which we observed on'y 
by the brilliant flashes in the 
sffy 


above the hills. 


Far up the valley in the mist wn>« 


Kartaltepe, that other Important hill 
which commanded the river bottom ot 
the Arda. We took Kartaltepe !n No- 
vember and a month afterward, in one 
of their splendid sorties, the Turks, 
so far as I could learn, had taken it 
back; but it was as 
untenable 
for 


them as Papastepe was for the Bul- 
garians. Possibly because it was again 
ours and very evidently ours perma- 
nently, the Bulgarian 
censors had 


found It worth 
while to 
confound 


skepticism and persistent unfriendly 
rumoru by allowing

correspon- 


dents to enter the promised land of 
their dreams, where for weeks, be- 
tween the batteries on the hills an<? 
the infantry in the muddy river bot 
torn of the Arda, hell had raged in tho 
winter rains. 


We did not know then, as we were 


to know a few days later, that beyond 
Kartaltepe in the direction of Dele- 
gatch was another force isolated from 
the Adrianople garrison and ths main 
Turkish army, that of Taver Pasha 
with 10.000 men, caught in the lateral 
flood of that 100-yard dash 
of 
the 


ready, informed, prepared aggressor 
against the unready enemy taken un- 
aware and hastening 
re-enforcements 


to the scattered garrisons and trying 
to adjust Itself for the blow to fall 
with the crash of a pile driver releas- 
ed from its clutch. 


Discloses War Secret. 


But Taver Pasha's 10,000 were still 


a force in being, with guns and full 
equipment—a force in a box; a force 
in desperation. 


Do you see the Adrianople garrison 


(which was in touch by wireless with, 
the Turkish main army) striking out 
to connect up with Taver Pasha? Do 
you see Taver Pasha living out lines 
of least resistance in a savage effort 
to reach Adrianople or the main Tur- 
kish army? 


Something to stir the blood, this, in 


the way of a war drama, while not a 
single foreign correspondent or 
at- 


tache knew even of the existence of 
Taver Pasha's command until its sur- 
render. 


The news of this was conveyed with 


the official assurance that now no oth- 
er Turkish force except that of Adri- 
anople remained in Thrace, when we 
had been under the impression for 
over a month that it was the only 
one! 
The censors did not smile as 


they posted the bulletin, but some of 
the correspondents smiled—at them- 
selves. 


No, after the first rainbow hope of a 


successful general attack was over, 
Ivanoff was fully occupied in holding 
Adrianople safely in siege. That bat- 
tery of old Krupps, which fired over 
the advanced Servian infantry posi- 
tion, while a battery of Creusots in 
turn fired over It, added their items of 
evidence to the same end. 


These Krupps were caken 
by the 


Russians at Plevna in the war of 1877- 
78 and given to the little army of the 
new nation of Bulgaria. Bulgarian re- 
cruits had dragged them through the 
muddy roads and over the pastures 
and beautifully emplaced them, and 
were working them against the enemy 
with boyish pride.

With the 19 
and 20-year-old conscripts already on 
the way to the front, with a casualty 
list that is easily one-fifth of the whole 
army, there was no sign of weakening. 


The square chin of the stoical Bul- 


garian was as firmly set as ever. I 
wonder what would happen in Europe 
if it included in its borders a nation of 
100,000,000 Bulgarians!

.THE YEAR 1888. 


WAS FIRST BUREAU OF LABOR 


Its Outlet^ and Power* of Investigating 


Production and Prleei Here and 
Abroad Now Belong to Bureau of 
Commerce. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—An extraordinary dis- 


closure has come through a careful 
reading of the laws of the land by 
Charles Nagel, secretary 
of 
com- 


merce and labor. 
It has Just been 


brought publicly to notice that since 
the year 1888 the government has 
had the power through qne of its de- 
partments to do all the investigating 
necessary to get a proper business un- 
derstanding of tariff matters for the 
uses of congress. 
' 


In other words, with all the trouble 


that the administration had to get a 
tariff board and with all the excite- 
ment of debate attending the attempt, 
and with the final "killing" of the 
tariff board by congress, there 
has 


been actually In existence a 
tariff 


board with full powers which never 
has been at work and whose very ex- 
istence presumably was unknown to 
the law makers. 


Washington is inclined to laugh over 


the situation, but it hardly is a laugh- 
ing matter. For 25 years the execu- 
tive has hr.d at ita command what 
amounts to a tariff commission, 
it 


has it yet and the fact is now recog- 
nized, but whether or not congress 
will take advantage of the newly dis- 
covered power of government is a 
question of doubt, for it is believed 
that it is the Intention of the law 
makers when the next congress meets 
to go ahead after their own manner 
to make up a new tariff bill. 


Bureau of Labor's Duty. 
j 


In the spring of 1888 Grover Cleve- 


land, who was then president of the 
United States, gave his approval to a 
law establishing what was known as 
the bureau of labor. In the act estab- 
lishing this bureau was a provision 
which read like this: 


"To ascertain at as early a date as 


possible, and 
whenever 
industrial 


changes shall make it essential, the 
cost of producing articles at the time 
dutiable in the United States, in lead- 
ing countries where such articles are 
produced, by fully speciflad units of 
production and under a classification 
showing the different elements of cost, 
or approximate cost, of such articles 
of production, including the wages 
paid in such industries a day, week, 
month, or yea£ or by the piece, and 
hours employed a day; and the profits 
of manufacturers 
and 
producers of 


such articles; and the comparative 
cost of living, and kind of living; 
what articles are controlled by trusts 
or other combinations of capital, busi- 
ness operations or labor, and what 
effect said trusts, or other combina- 
tions of capital, business operations, 
or labor 
have 
on production 
and 


prices." 


When the department of commerce 


am! labor was established the bureau 
of labor was merged into it, but the 
provision giving the tariff investigat- 
ing power, for 
that 
was 
what it 


amounted to, remained as a part of 
the organic law of the land. Ita en- 
forcement, or rather its operation, 
became a part of the duty of the de- 
partmont'bf commerce and labor. \ 


Now Up to Commerce Burea't. 


At the session of congress last sum- 


mer tho bureau of manufactures and 
the bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor 
were 


conolidated into a bureau to be known 
as the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce. 
The section of the bill 


following the provision for the con- 
solidation prescribes that "those du- 
ties of the department of commerce 
and labor or bureau of labor contlnn- 
ed in section 7 of the act approved 
June 13, 1888, that established the 
same, are hereby transferred to and 
shall hereafter be discharged by the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce." 


Congress last summer 
did 
away 


with the tariff board. 
When it con- 


solidated the 
two 
bureaus named 


above an Intimation was made that 
the resulting bureau would be of serv- 
ice in collecting tariff data, but there 
was no intimation at all that the pow- 
er to collect it had been in the de- 
partment of commerce and labor all 
along. 


An appropriation will" be necessary 


to give the department of commerce 
and labor, through its proper bureau, 
the means to do the work of tariff ma- 
terial collecting, which it has the au- 
thority of law to do. The question is 
now whether the appropriation will 
be forthcoming. 


More Discord in Sight.

Washington sayu that the four semi- 
public receptions are in a great 
measure public business affairs, and, 
anyway, society 
here 
would 
miss 


these functions sorely. 


No one in the capital believes that 


the president-elect will care, or per- 
haps dare Is the proper word to use 
in this case, to cut from the list of 
White House receptions the one which 
is held every New Year's day and to 
which the public without regard to 
race, color, creed or politics is in- 
vited. 


One Really Democratic Affair. 


It has been said by foreign visitors 


to America that the New Year's re- 
ception at the White House is the 
only wholly democratic affair known 
to the White House series of enter- 
tainments, receptions and dinners. It 
is true that anybody who will can at- 
tend the reception at the executive 
mansion on New Year's day, and so, 
therefore, in a broad sense this is the 
most democratic reception which the 
president gives. Washington society, 
however, in arguing for the continu- 
ance of the other four receptions, de- 
clares that while they are not "free 
for all," they are about UK democratic 
as they can be made without so over- 
crowding the White House that the 
holding of tho receptions would be 
virtually Impossible. 


The diplomatic reception, which is 


the first of the series of four recep- 
tions of the winter, is a recognized in- 
stitution and the foreigners hold It as 
a fitting recognition of their presence 
in the capital and of the hospitality 
which it is necessary in a diplomatic 
way for the head ol! one government 
to show to all those from other gov- 
ernments 
who 
hold 
"loiters 
of 


credit." 


The three receptions which follow 


the diplomatic affair and which with 
it make up the quartette of the win- 
ter, are the judiciary, the congression- 
al and the army and navy receptions. 


Washington seems to agree with 


Mr Wilson that the president of the 
United States rightly might decline 
to receive the scores of visiting dele- 
gations which come to Washington to 
see the sights and which go to the 
White House solelj for the purpose 
of taking a look at the president and 
of shaking his hand. 


So tar as the White House recep- 


tions are concerned, however, Wash- 
ington seems to believe that the actu- 
al official receptions of the diplomats, 
judiciary, congress and the army and 
navy will be continued and that with 
them will staj the Now Year's day re-

with ox cart transportation; and made 
it around an 
obstacle—Adrianople. 


The main railroad line' and .the .great 
Constantinople highway ran by. Adri- 
anople. It was on the direct line .of 
communication from the center of the 
Bulgarian base to the center of its 
objective. 


In the center of Thrace, it was the 


only real fortress on the way to Con- 
stantinople. KIrk-Killisseh, or 
grade, as the Bulgarians call It, de-

spread abroad, was not in any sense 
well fortified. 


Now, the lirst thing was to surround 


Adrianople; that is, to strike at it 
from all sides, as the key to the po- 
sition.

With this as its base, Deme-- 
trieff's, or the First,

swung 


around .Klrk-Kilisseh, which was tak 
en In the first splendid ardor of the 
campaign. With its fall anyone can 
see from a staff map that any battle

In short, the Bulgarians had. the

month, or yeajj, or by the piece, and 
hours employed a day; and the profits

such . articles ; and the comparative 
cost of living, and kind of living;

•ness operations or labor, -and what 
effect said trusts, or other combina- 
tions of capital, business operations,

Washington says that the four semi- 
public receptions are in a great 
measure public business affairs, and.

No one in the capital believes that 


the president-elect will care, or per- 
haps dare is the proper word to use 
in this case, to cut from the list of 
White House receptions the one which 
is held every New Year's day and to 
which the public without regard to 
race, color, creed or politics is in- 
vited. 


One Really Democratic Affair. 


It has been said by foreign visitors 


to America that the New Year's re- 
ception at the White House is the 
only wholly democratic affair known 
to the White House series of enter- 
tainments, receptions and dinners. It 
is true that anybody who will can at- 
tend the reception at the executive 
mansion on New Year's day, and so, 
therefore, in a broad sense this Is the 
most democratic reception which the 
president gives. Washington society, 
however, in arguing for the continu- 
ance of the other four receptions, de- 
clares that while they are not "free 
for all," they are about as democratic 
as they can be made without so over- 
crowding the White House that the 
holding of the receptions would be 
virtually impossible. 


The diplomatic reception, which Is 


the first of the series of four recep- 
tions of the winter, is a recognized in- 
stitution and the foreigners hold it as 
a fitting recognition of their presence 
in the capital and of the hospitality 
which it is necessary In a diplomatic 
way for the head of one government 
to show to all those from other gov- 
ernments 
who 
hold "letters 
of 


credit." 


The three receptions which follow 


the diplomatic affair and which with 
it make up the quartette of the win- 
ter, are the judiciary, the congresslon- 
al and the army and navy receptions. 


Washington seems to agree with 


Mr. Wilson that the president of the 
United States rightly might decline 
to receive the scores of visiting dele- 
gations which come fo Washington to 
see the sights and which go to the 
White House solely for the purpose 
of taking' a look at the president and 
of shaking his hand.

For sometime past the Canadian 


government • has had surveyors at 
work platting new areas for the ac- 
commodation of the largely increas- 
ing number of settlers coming in to 
occupy the Agricultural districts of 
the. three prairie provinces; There; 
wero those .connected with tho work1 
of securing settlers for western. .Can- 
adawho last spring prophesied?: that 
there would be as many as 175.0PO 
new settlers from, the United States 
to Canada during tho present year, 
and there were those who doubted 
that '• the previous year's figures of 
132,000 could be increased. Recent 
computation made by the officials of 
the immigration branch ai; Ottawa 
show that the largest estimates made 
by officials will be beaten and that 
tho 200,000 mark from the United 
States will be reached. As great an 
rt'l 
> wl 
increase will be shown in tho figures 
or those who will reach Canada from 
other countries this year. The re- 
sults of. the year's work in Canadian 
immigration will givo upward of a 
total of 400,000 souls. 


But this Is. not.to be wondered at 


when it is realized what is offering in 
the three prairie provinces and also 
in the coast province of British Co- 
lumbia, which Is also bidding strong- 
ly and successfully, too, for a certai:-.

In 
the last 40 years, and that American 
medical men w^r-j not discriminating 
enough in their use of opiates! Their 
overindulgence to their patients,'he 
sq,id, is creating thousands of drug 
ueers every year.

•\vbrk in promoting the use of cocaine 
and morphine," |i$aid the doctor. "State 
lajws are not saving- the public from 
tlie grip of tho drug habit, and the 
American public is sinking tighter 
and tighter .into the black abyss of 
the morphine stud" cocaine fiend.'

year. J have heard it said on reliable 
authority that 99 per cent, of tho co- 
caine and morphine manufactured In 
th|is country Is used by persons who 
have formed the habit -through doc- 
tors'-prescriptions." 


'Almost simultaneously with Dr. Keb- 


ler's address, Dr. J. A. Patterson, at 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, in a public 
statement said that 19 out of every 20 
patients who comexto an institution 
•with which he tc connected for treat- 
ment for the drug habit owe their 
downfall to physicians' prescriptions.

An Accident Polntad the Way-to the 


Original Process. 


'in 1742 Thomas Bolsovery a me- 


chanic of Sheffield, Bnglandi'discovered 
the art of silver plating. He was re-

ADVKWTI8TS BUT A MOUNTAIN. 


This Sect Will Efeublhh • Mbwlon 


Farm In Africa, 


Spion Kop, the mountain just out- 


side of the city of Ladycmith, Natal, 
South Africa, wbere th* moat deadly 
battle between the Boers and British 
was fought In 1900, has been pur- 
chased by the Seventh Day Adven- 
tlats, and a mission farm where the 
Zulus will be educated and Christian- 
ized, will be established on it, accord- 
ing to information juet received by 
Elder W. H. Thurston, of the local 
Seventh Day' Adventist church, from 
the General Conftrenee, the governing 
body of the denomination, which has 
its headquarters in Washington, D. C. 
The property was purchased by Mr. 
F. B. Armitage, who, before going to 
South Africa, as a missionary, was an 
evangelist in this country. 


Spion Kop comprises 2,200 acres, 


and, according to Mr. Armitage, a 
school will be established there with 
a number of natives, who have ac- 
cepted the teachings of Christianity, 
forming a nucleus from whom teach- 
ers will be chosen. Spion Kop Is about 
18 miles from Ladysmith, which Be- 
came famous through the Boer war, 
and it was on this peak on January 
24, 1900, that the deadliest battle of 
the conflict between the British and 
Boers was fought. 


in describing the mountain the mis- 


sionary says: 
"On the southwestern 


side there are beautiful but precipi- 
tous slopes, while at the back of the 
mountain there is a wide plateau 
which slopes gradually toward the 
town. On this plateau the Boers were 
strongly entrenched. 
The 
British 


general gave cemmand to seize the 
hill from the precipitous side, with 
the result that his forces were mowetf 
down like the wheat of the field. How- 


ver, the hill was finally captured by 
the British, and today the boundaries 
of the farm are marked by monuments 
that have been erected in memory of 
he British soldiers who were willing 
.o spill their blood for the glory of 
.heir king. What an example of fldel- 
ty to the children of God, the soldiers 
if the King of Kings." 


Mr. Armitage says the mountain 


vas purchased only after he had tra- 
•ersed the country, seeking for a suit- 
xble farm for the establishment of 
he mission. The writer stated that 
•several Zulus have already accepted 
.he teachings 
of Christianity, 
and 


.hese will work with the missionaries 
.owards instructing other natives in 
:he way of salvation. 


It is the plan of the missionaries 


o make the farm 
self-supporting. 


Ml the slopes are capable of eultiva- 
.ion, and along the Tugela river is a 
>e!t of fine alluvial soil.

he statement that if he were reading 
he proofs nothing of that kind wou'd 
ver happen. 'It got to be such a nuis- 
ance that the boys made up their 
mind to cure him of his obnoxious 
habit. 
So the next time he came in 


o tell us what a lot of dubs we were, 
me of the boys got him into an argu- 
ment and offered to bet that he couM 
not find one half the errors in an or- 
dinary column of type. 


The old tellow took the bait, hook, 


inker and all, and he agreed to come 
around next morning, when there 
would be a proof for him to read. Of 
course we intended he should lose 
hat bet all right, so we went to work 
ind fixed up a column of type for 
him, putting in about one hundred 
errors, many of them of a technical 
character, such as nobody but a prin- 
er would notice, or a man who had 
made a business of proof reading. 


Mr. Man was on the job early the 


next morning and that proof kept 
him so busy looking up words in the 
aictionary that he had always sup- 
posed he could spell, but was not 
quite sure of it whe'n the treats for

away there, and the result was that 
after spending about an hour in read- 
ng a proof that a printer would skim 
over in five minutes, he had found 
ess than 25 errors out of a possible 
hundred.

working some sort of a sleight of 
hand game on him. Anyway, it en-

how he 


would have been an infallible proof 
reader had nature so shaped matters 
that he had been a printer instead of 
an educator.

medicine to the Paris Academic de

premature burial, an accident the fear 
of which is, perhaps, not so prevalent 
as it was in the days of Edgar Poe. 
He gave an interesting description of 
ths many inventions devised for tbf 
avoidance of this, including the inser- 
tion of a breathing tube in the mouth 
ot the corpse, 
which 
is 
brought 


through the lid of the coffin and pro- 
jected from the1 grave. But he declared 
that no precaution was so satisfactory 
as that of delaying the burial until 
the signs of putrefaction are apparent. 
The provisions of the code Napoleon, 
which ordain that no burial shall take 
place until twenty-four; 
hours after 


death and inspection by the medical 
authority of the district, are, he said, 
entirely adequate on this point, and 
if they are carried out to the full, no 
one need have any fear of being bur 
led alive. 


Ventilation Test. 


A single way to tell whether youi 


room is properly 
ventilated is 
to 


place a wide-necked bottle of water 
into which you have put half an ounce 
of lime water, in the room, letting it 
remain uncovered over night. 
If In 


the morning the lime water Is milk 
the ventilation is bad. If the lime wa- 
ter becomes milk on your covering the 
bottle mouth with your hand and 
shaking the vessel, the ventilation is 
not sufficiently good. If the lime wster 
remains clear, the air of that room is 
pure.

government has bad surveyors at 
work platting new areas for the ac- 
commodation of the largely Increas- 
ing number of settlers coming In to 
occupy the agricultural districts of 
the three prairie provinces.

As great an 
Increase will be sheiwn in the figures 
of those who will reach Canada from 
other countries this year.

sults of the year's work in Canadian 
immigration will give upward ot a 
total of 400,000 souls.

When tho cuitr.il por- 
tion of this province Is opened up by 
the railway now being constructed 
there will bo large areas of splendid 
land available for the settler.

Chief of the Division of Drugs, Depart- j 
mcnt of Agriculture. This statement, i 
and others, proving that physicians ( 
and not "patent" medicines are re-; 
sponniblc for the appalling growth of'. 
drug addiction In the United States | 
was made by Br. Kcbler In an address | 
at Washington, before the American ' 
Society for the Study of Alcohol and 
• 


Narcotics. 


Dr. Kcbler is quoted by Waiihinglon 


papers as having declared that drug 
using had Increased 100 per cent. In 
tlie last 40 years, and that American 
medical men w^ra not discriminating 
enough in their usa of opiates. Their 
overindulgence to their patients, he 
said, is creating thousand.; of drug 
uEera every year. 


"It Is a very sad thing to say that 


our physicians are doing the greatest 
work In promoting the use of cocaine 
and morphine," itoid tbe doctor. "State 
laws are not saving the public from 
the grip of th(s drug habit, and the 
American public is sinking tighter 
and tighter Into tbe black abyss of 
the morphine t.nd' cocaine fiend. 


"The worst of it is that the impor- 


tation of opium Into the country is 
becoming larger and larger year by 
year. I have heard It said on reliable 
authority that 99 per cent, of the co- 
caine and morphine manufactured In 
this country Is used by persons who 
have formed the habit through doe- 
tors' prescriptions." 


Almost simultaneously with Dr. Keb- 


ler'a address, Dr. J. A. Patterson, at 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, In a public 
statement said that 19 out of every 20 
patients who come to an Institution 
with which he )c connected for treat- 
ment for (he drug habit owe their 
downfall to physicians' prescriptions.

SILVER PLATING. 


An Accident Pointed the Way to the 


Original Proceii. 


In 1742 Thomas Bolsover, a me- 


chanic of Sheffield, England, dlacoverejd 
the art of silver plating. He was re- 
pairing the handle of a knife in which 
both copper ami silver were used. Ac- 
cidentally the two metals were fused 
together. Based upon this observation, 
he developed th,e new process. 


Upon a thick ingot of copper he 


bound by Iron wire a thinner Ingot of 
silver, The whole was then Jieated In 
a reverberator? furnace until the edges 
of the silver ingot were observed to 
oegin to melt. The two ingots were 
then removed from the furnace, slowly 
cooled and pickled, cleaned and rolled 
to the desired ihickness. The result 
was a plate of copper more or less 
thinly covered with silver on one side. 


This was the first Sheffield plate. 


For flfty years following the copper 
was plated on one side only and the 
cut edges showed the copper. Later 
the process was SP perfected that no 
copper was left eiposed- 411 the sll- 
verplate of the world was made by 
this process until electroplatiM was 
eliscovered' and made 
oomnffereial.—

Real Uee of the Pee'* Sting. 


"The bee's sting fs a trowel, not a 


rapier," said a nature stndept. ''It is an 
exquisitely delicate little tnwel with 
which the bee finishes off the honey 
cell, Injects a little preservative lnt,ide 
and seals It np. With Its trowel-like 
sting the bee puts the final touches on 
the dainty and wonderful work. With 
the sting It pats and shapes the honey 
cell, as a maaou pats and shapes a row 
of brick, Before sealing up the cell It 
drops B wee bit of poison Info the honey. 
This Is formic acid. Without it honey 
would gpoil. Most of us think the bee's 
sting, with Its poison, Is a weapon only. 
It is a weapon secondarily, but pri 
marily It Is a magic trowel, a trowel 
from whose end, as the honey cells arc 
built up, a wonderful preserving fluid 
drips.

Paper money is nothing but a prom- 


ise to pay so much coin, K you de- 
stroy a five dollar uot&.'-for Instance, 
you simply release the government oc 
the bank which issued the note from 
the payment of the $5 in gold which 
the note called for. Of course, there- 
fore, you are not punishable In any 
manner for destroying the note if It Is 
your own. There Is no penalty for mu- 
tilating gold or silver coin If you keep 
It in your own possession, but as yon 
have thereby destroyed a considerable 
part of its value you must, not try to 
pass It at par after the mutilation. 


Flame and Wire Gnuzt. 


To Sir Humphry Davy belongs the 


credit of discovering that the Same of 
burning gas will not pass through wire 
gauze having 784 meshes to the square 
Inch. This contention may b» tested 
by bringing a flame In contact with 
similar gauze, when )t will be found 
that the flame will not go through the 
meshes. This is owing to the cewliugr 
action of the wire, which tends to re 
duce the temperature of the flame be- 
low the Ignition point, the unburned 
gas passing harmlessly through. Of 
course if the gauze becomes overheated 
the flame Is able to get through.

SILVER PLATING; 


An Accident Pointed the Way to tho 


Original Proce»«. . 


In 1742 Thomns Bolsoyer, a me- 


chanic of Sheffield, England; discovered 
tfie art of silver plating. He was re- 
pairing the handle of a knife in-which 
both copper and silver were used.. Ac- 
cidentally the two metals were fused 
together. . Based upon this observation 
he developed the; new process. 


Upon a.thick .ingot of copper he 


bound by iron wire a thinner ingot of 
silver,- The whole was then heated in 
a reverberatory furnace until, the edges 
of the silver ingot were observed to 
oegln to melt. The two ingote were 
then removed from the furnace, slowly 
cooled and pickled, cleaned and rolled 
to the desired thickness. The result 
was a plate of copper more or, less 
thinly- covered with'silver, on one .side. 


This was the first Sheffield .plate. 


For fifty years following the copper 
was plated on one side only and the 
.cut edges-showed the copper. Later 
the process was so perfected that no 
copper was left exposed, All the.sil- 
ver^late of the' world was ^_^e_b7 
this process until electrppla" 
discovered' and made 
Popular Mechanics.
